Pershing's Shock Troops 
Launch Another Aitack

Gain Rapidly That Cavalry Is Thrown Into

With the American Army in France, July 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The American troops had carried all before them by 
late in the afternoon and had proceeded so fast that cavalry was 


thrown into the action. All the 


American headquarters staffs to- 


night were well inside the territory which the Germans held this 


morning. 


The allies have reached, roughly, the line of Belleau, Cour- 
champs, Chouly, Villers-Helen, Chaudun and the heights dominating 


Soissons. 


French cavalry has crossed beyond the Soissons-Chateau Thierry 
road to openings made by the Franco-American forces. 
The greatest progress made-up to latest reports was about ten 


kilometers, or a little over six miles. 


After passing the third objectives set for the operations of the 
morning, the Americans, in co-operation with the French, south of 
Soissons launched a second powerful attack at noon. 


AMERICAN TROOPS 

FIGHT FURIOUSLY. 

Showing the effect of splendid train- 
ing, the American troops went for- 
“ward swiftly and fought with fury. 
Nothing seemed to stop them, espe 
cially in the region of Soissons and 
to the south of that city. Light and 
heavy pieces were moved up as the 
troops advanced, and soon after each 
barrage ended, shells from the Amer- 
ican guns were deluging the enemy’s 
rear areas, playing havoc with his 
forces, whether those in retreat, or 
reserves endeavoring to come up. 

It was open warfare, with all the 
attending excitement, and through the 
gaps made by heavy guns and infan- 
try, the French cavalry dashed, beat- 
ing down those in their path. Terrific 
losses were inflicted at all points on 
the enemy. 

The tanks did all that was expect- 
ed of them. The great lumbering en- 
gines rolled along in front of the in- 
-fantry, driving the Germans before 
them with streams of bullets and 
clearing away many obstructions that 
had escaped the artillery. 

The enemy early began to bring up 
strong reinforcements. Fresh troops 
have appeared at various points and 


a heavy counter attack probably will 
have to be withstood.

Nation Is Thrilled 
As Her Gallant Sons 


Smash Kaiser’s Line 


War Department Place of 
Smiles as Boys Overseas 
Write Glorious Pages in 
Country’s History. 


Washington, July 18.—The heart of 
the American nation was in France 
tonight. It marched and fought proud- 
ly with the boys who went over the 
top this morning and still were gal- 
lantly smashing their way ahead be- 
side their French comrades late in the 
day. 

It was a tale of splendid victory 
and daring that news reports and even 
the terse official statements told. 
Hour by hour the extent of the victory 
grew. What the full effect of the 
blow will be cannot be estimated until 
details of the action along the whole 
twenty-five-mile front from Chateau 
Thierry to Soissons, from which the 
surprise attack was launched, are 
available. 

It was clear beyond mistake, how- 
ever, that in the rush of the first day 
of this answer of General Foch to the 
German attack east. and west of 
Rheims, the enemy had been placed in 
a position from which he may have 
great difficulty in extricating him- 
self. Not only may the German effort 
west of Rheims and south of the 
Marne be wholly nullified, but all they 
have accomplished since the battle of 
the Aisne began months ago may be 
overturned.

There was little effort here today to 
measure the scope of the Franco-

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STATE TAX RETURNS 
10 EXCEED BILLION 
FORTHE FRST TIME 


Most Encouraging Reports: 
Are Now Being Received 
by Commissioner H art 
From All Sections of 
Georgia. 


43 COUNTIES REPORT 
GAIN OF $17,510,129 


— — 


Wealth of State Has Been 
Showing Steady Increase 
Ever Since 1896, When 
Losses of Civil War Were 
Wiped Out. 


For the first time in her history, 
Georgia will go over the billion mark 
in total tax returns, according to re- 
ports already received by Judge John 


C. Hart, tax commissioner. Returns 
from 43 counties, representing every 
section, show a total increase of $17,- 
510,129 over last year and the indica- 
tions are that this average gain will 
be maintained in the remaining 109 
counties. Some may show small de- 
creases, but it is believed that the gain 
in the others will be more thun enough 
to offset any loss. 

The billion mark has never been 
reached by this state, the total returns 
of last year. which were the largest 
up to that time, being $991,661,606. At 
the present tax rate of five mills Geor- 
gia’s income will be considerably great- 
er than $5,000,000. 

Judge Hart’s figures show that the 
wealth of the state has been increas- 
ing steadily for many years, the civil 
war proving the only check on her 
prosperity. In 1862 the tax returns of 
the state were at the highest point 
they had reached up until that time. 
In that year they amounted to $413,- 
244,321, of which amount the sum of 
$213,573,207 was made on slave prop- 
erty. Then came the war, which 
wiped out this enormous amount of 
wealth held in slave property and the 
value of the property in Georgia hit 
a low point. 

It took the state until the year of 
1896 to atone the loss through the 
freeing of the slaves and in that year 
the tax returns of the state again 
equalled the mark of 1862. From that 
year to this the state has been stead- 
ily gaining in wealth. 

Of the 43 counties which have made 
reports so far this year Decatur leads 
with an increase of $1,158,329. The 
other counties and their gain are:

Washington, July 18.—The govern- 
ment is about to assume control of the 
entire medical profession in the United | 


States to obtain sufficfent doctors for 
the fast growing army, and at the same 
time to distribute those remaining to 
the localities or services where they 
are most needed for civilian work. 
This mobilization is to be accomplish- 
ed either by enrolling all doctors in a 
volunteer service corps under pledge to 
accept whatever service, military or 
civilian, is assigned them by the gov- 
erning body of the corps, or, if the 
voluntary plan is not successful, by leg- 
islation providing for drafting them 
into government service. Medical offi- 
cers of the government believe compul- 
sory conscription will not be necessary. 
Plans Already Perfected. 
Organization plans for the Volunteer 
Medical Service corps already have 
been made and enrollment started in 
a few states under authority of the 


Council of National Defense. Instead 
of enrolling in this corps only those 


physicians not suitable for military 
service, either because of age, physi- 
cal infirmity, dependency or institu- 
tional or public need, as planned at 
present, the government is expected 
shortly to throw open the membership 
to all doctora, and to bind them with 
a pledge “during the present 5 
gency to accept service, military or 
civilian, wherever, whénever, and for 
whatever duty he may be called by the 
central governing board.” 

Under this projected plan, the army 
and navy would take those physicians 
and surgeons best fitted for active 
duty, and who can be spared from ei- 
vilian requirements. At the same time, 
the government would maintain a coh- 
tinuous survey of the country, and as- 
sign doctors to those communities in 
which there are too few practitioners.

Organizer Told Mill Work- 
ers if They Would Quit He 
Would Get Them Govern- 
ment Jobs, Asserts Pied- 
‘mont Mills. 


J. A. Callan, labor organizer, indicted 
in Columbus, Ga., on federal charges 
and now out under $1,500 bond, has 
been enjoined by the Piedmont 
Cotton Mills company from represent- 
ing himself as an agent of the United 
States government to organize unions 
among textile workers. Judge J. T. 
Pendleton, in the motion division of 
the superior court, signed the tempo- 
rary order and set July 27 as the date 
for hearing the plea for a permanent 
injunction. Callan and other labor 
leaders were also permanently enjoin- 
ed from interfering with the employees 
of the Exposition Cotton mills Thurs- 
day. : 
Callan, W. E. Flemming, Noah Phil- 
lips ahd others are made the defend- 
The petition sets 
out that Callan tells the employees 
of the company “that he is representing 
and acting for the United States gov- 
ernment in his effort to unionize mill 
workers, that President Wilson is 
backing him, and that if the workers 
will quit their present jobs that he 
will get them good jobs with the gov- 
ernment.” And it further sets out 
that a favorite statement made by 
Callan is that wherever he goes he 
“leaves a trail behind him that means 
financial and other inconvenience to 
employers and owners of mills.” 


Says Employees Were Satisfied. 

The plea, which was filed by Attor- 
mey Owens Johnson, states that the 
employees are well paid, furnished 
with nice and comfortable houses with 
ample ground for gardens and poul- 
try; their hours of work, working con- 
ditions and surroundings are favorable 
and entirely satisfactory, and until the 
interference of the defendants the 
most harmonious relations existed be- 
tween the management and the em- 
ployees. It is stated that everything 
has been done to make the community 
life of the workers as pleasant as pos- 
sible and that the company at great 
expense maintains a day nursery for 
the children of its employees, a kin- 
dergarten, playground and a free med- 
cal clinic. 

It was stated that it is the policy of 
the company to refuse to employ any 
worker affiliated with organizations 
or unions outside of the mill and that 
policy had been satisfactory to the 


DUNE 3 YEARS 
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Textile Workers of America, have 
come to the mill to compel petitioner 
to unionize it.” 

Callan,’ according to the petition, 
says in public speeches that the own- 
ers and employers of the Piedmont 
Cotton mills are robbers and thieves, 
that they are pro-German and enemies 
of the United States. 

“Wanted Mills fer Unions.” 

The petition also claims that Callan 
and the other defendants “incited the 
workers to go to the employers, not 
as is customary for a business confer- 
ence between employer and employee, 
but to arm themselves and go in force 
with guns in their force and demand 
that the mill be turned over to the 


the employees and demand that the 
property be exploited by the labor 
union officers in the interest of the 
operatives.” Pings 

The employers claim further that on 
July 15 after the mill had been closed 
for two days that a number of em- 
ployees came to them and asked them 
to start the mill again and that they 
entered into a contract with such em- 
ployees by which the employees would 
give the management notice and move 
off the property of the company where. 
they now live before joining the union. 
They also claim that the defendants 
then threatened to use violence to get 
the mill organized, so employees came 
to the manager and stated and asked 
for the protection against violence, 
and “that Callan stated that he would 
sit on the mill steps until he made the 
last employee join the union.” 

Callan Permanently Enjoined. 

Permanent injunction was granted 
the Exposition Cotton mills against J. 
A. Callan, labor organizer, and other 
labor leaders, to prevent further activ- 
ities in organizing a union among the 


by Judge J. T. Pendleton, in the su- 
perior court. 


The decision of Judge Pendleton came 
at the conclusion of a hearing that had 
been in progress since Monday. A tem- 
. porary restraining order, until the case 
could be heard, was granted by Judge 
Pendleton several weeks ago, when Cal- 
lan first began his activities among the 
cotton mills here. Three other mills 
have also obtained temporary injunc- 
tions against Callan and other labor 
leaders. In rendering his decision, 
Judge Pendleton said that a consiracy 
to do a lawful thing in an unlawful 
manner was illegal. 

The decision is as follows: 

“after hearing the evidence and argu- 
ment of counsel, it is considered, ordered 
and adjudged, that the defendants, to-wit: 
J. A. Callan, J. L. Mills, T. L. Lane, Law- 
rence Whitfield, C. J. Higginbotham, W. 
G. Chappelle, Miss Ruth Harris, Mrs. Beu- 
lah Strawn, Cora Dobbs. Annie, Williams, 
Carl Donahoo, Amy Clark, Fred Alberton, 
G. C. Taylor, A. H. Mulkey, Jim Grizzard, 
W. E. Fleming, Walter Cash, Rube Brice 
and Jim Rutherford, and their agents and 
confederates, are enjoined from interfering 
with, or attempting to interfere with the 
plaintiff’s employees for the purpose of 
inducing the plaintiff's employees to join 
a labor union without the consent of the 
plaintiff, by representing that they would 
suffer no foss by leaving the plaintiff's 
employment and joining the union, or de- 
cause the plaintiff. was running a non- 
union mill. 

“And said defendants, their agents and 
confederates, are further enjoined from in- 
terferingk with, or attempting to interfere 
with, the plaintiff's employees for the pur- 
pose of unionitzing the mill without the 
plaintiff's consent, and in aid of such 
purpose knowingly and _ wilfully bringing 
about a breaking by plaintiff's employees 
of contracts of service known at the time 
to exist with plaintiff's present or future 
employees. ; 

“And the said defendants, their agents

“We nnot conceive how this is carry- 
ing out the spirit of anything but revenge 
for us daring to join 732, but expects on 
the part of the men absolute loyalty. For 
the above defined reasons and because of 
the fact that we are all one now in the 
organization, we insist that we must be 
represented by able and competent counsel 
as of right, so that we will de represented 
by some one who knows our affairs and can 
in some measure cope with men of the 
ability and years of experience of a man like 
Mr. Arkwright. We need not comment on 
the attitude of Mr. Simmons, his every ac- 
tion speaks for itself.

On Wednesday Germans were ad- 
vancing on either bank of the Marne 
toward Epernay with the hope of com- 
pelling the French to evacuate all the 
high ground of the mountain of Rheims 
and vantage points which threatened 


| the German flank and rear in any later 


drive toward Paris. Today in exactly 
the same way French and Americans 
are advancing between the Marne and 
the Aisne, seeking to envelop all the 
German forces fighting south of the 
line between Soissons and Rheims. 
German Disaster Possible. 

Were it conceivable that the Franco- 
American attack could have the same 
success that attended the German at- 
tack upon the Aisne two months ago, 
or in Flanders in April, then we should 
see a real German disaster, a consid- 
erable sedan and the capture of large 
numbers of troops caught in the salient 
between Soissons and Rheims. But 
the mere threat of such a disaster 
could unquestionably produce a Ger- 
man retreat out of the salient and we 
may believe that the retreat might 
prevent a real disaster. 

But if one hesitates at this interest- 
ing moment to expect too much or to 
claim too much, still it is proper to 
point out that on the fourth day of an 
operation upon which the Germans 
have bestowed the grandiose name of 
a “peace storm,” it is the Germans and 
not the allies who find themselves in 
a critical position and threatened with 
serious disaster. 

It remains entirely possible that this 
offensive will be 
Pinned down by the Germans in the 
next few hours and before it reaches 
any, of the roads and railways vital to 
the German maintenance of their posi- 
tions on either bank of the Marne. But 
even in checking this threat, the Ger- 
mans are likely to have to abandon 
their thrust toward Rheims, and this 
was unquestionably the precise pur- 
pose for which Foch launched his coun- 
ter thrust. 

Not Out of Woeds. 

We are not out of the woods. The 
fate of Rheims is still in doubt, al- 
though the threat is by no means as 
serious as it was 24 hours ago. But, 
if, as seems not improbable, the new 
counter offensive assumes considerable 
proportions, we may be on the eve of 
the turning tide of the whole opera- 
tions on the western front for the pres- 
ent year. It is clear that at all times 
it was necessary for the Germans to 
preserve the offensive and the momen- 
tum of their thrust, which aimed at 
destroying the military establishment 
of at least one of the greater enemies 
on the western front. 

Four thrusts of the Germans were 
pinned down before this larger purpose 
had been in any measure achieved. The 
fourth of them, that aimed at Com- 
peigne, was halted under conditions 
which suggested that the Germans were 
losing their initial advantage in meth- 
od and in material. Now, the fifth 
thrust seems not merely to have halt- 
ed, but to be on the point of degen- 
erating into a recoil and perhaps into 
a retreat. 

The next few hours should be de- 
cisive. A gain of 10 or 12 miles on the 
front between Soissons and Chateau 
Thierry—that is, between the Aisne and 
the Marne—would not only deprive the 
Germans of all gains in their present 
offensive, but compel them to surren- 
der the larger part of their gains on 
the Aisne attack of May. The decisive 
thrust of the present battle is being 
made by French and American troops.

“Golden State” and that of the “Empire 
State of the South,” which, lamentable to 
confess, is all in the former’s favor! 

Last Sunday The Constitution published 
the California laws under which that state’s 
remarkable highway system has been per- 
fected, together with a highly informative 
article by a California newspaper man—and 
a former Georgian—reciting the romantic 
history of California’s highway development. 

Those who read that article—and every 
citizen of Georgia should have read it—will 
recall that this western state will this year 
complete fulfillment of its ambitious high- 
way construction pfogram, involving an ex- 
penditure of $33,000,000, most of which was 
realized by the bonding method! 

The system includes trunk-highways, lat- 
eral and connecting highways and “feeders,” 
all forming a network of good roads, criss- 
crossing the state and traversing it from the 
Oregon boundary on the north to the Mexi- 
can line on the south, a distance of more 
than 1,000 miles. 


The photographic illustrations at the bot- 
tom of this page give a fair idea as to the 
character of the California highway ideal. 
The photographs from which' these cuts 
were made were not taken at exceptional 
points, but are typical of the system as a 
whole. 

Those roads are not dirt roads; they are 


| not macadamized. They are built of con- 


crete, and are as hard and as lasting as the 
stone cliffs of Yosemite—ribbons of con- 
crete threading through mountain gorges 
and canyons; across fertile valleys and over 
deserts; ramifying every nook and cranny 
of California, touching every city and prac- 
tically every town, accessible to every in- 
habitant of the state and ready for use 
winter and summer, in snow, rain or sun- 
shine! 


They cost $33,000,000; built by a state | 


no richer than Georgia, with no greater pop- 
ulation than Georgia’s, and having in no

BOOZE OR COAL. 


The official report of the National Coal 
association to the federal fuel administra- 
tion that “the country cannot have both 
booze and sufficjent coal this winter,” should, 
it would seem, leave little margin for dit.

THE RIGHT WAT. 
Declaring that it is his desire “to show 
that federal control of the railroads can be 
handled in a cordial, co-operative, and even 


sympathetic, manner,” B. L. Winchell, re 
gional director of rail transportation for the 
United States railroad administration, with 
headquarters in Atlanta, has invoked a pol- 
icy which he inaugurated and followed suc 
cessfully as director of traffic of the Union 
Pacific system: That of “advertising for 
complaints.” | 

Mr. Winchell is devoted to the theory 
that no man is more interested in conditions 
existing in his business than is the man 
responsible for them. Therefore, if any 
railroad patron has a grievance—real or 
complaint to make 
against the service in Mr. Winchell’s juris- 
diction the regional director feels that he, 


‘being the responsible head of the railroad 


administration in his region, ought to know 
of it. 

-In a letter to the editors of the newspa- 
pers within his territory, Director Winchell 
has asked them to “help me in this effort 
to handle shortcomings in a friendly way.” 

“Please tell those who complain,” he 
asks, “to write me about it, with assurance 
that the matter will not be handled in 4 
cold-blooded or perfunctory way.” 

Federal control of railroads is an inno- 
vation in this country. It was invoked 
purely as a necessity to meet a war emer- 
gency. 

It was a tremendous undertaking. 


Necessarily it involved more or less con-. 


fusion. That was to be expected. But, all 
things considered, the progress toward 
stabilization made has been remarkable. 
Without letting the principle or the fun- 
damental and economic merits of federal 
ownership enter into the question at all— 
for they are beside the point—it is to every- 
body’s advantage for the rail lines to op- 
erate successfully under federal control 
during the war; and it is every citizen’s 
duty to do all he can to assist to that end, 
overlooking so far as possible petty griev- 
ances, and temporary personal inconven- 
ience. It is a duty the public owes to hu- 
manity, to the government and to the offi- 
cials and employees who are loyally and 
patriotically doing their level best to hasten 
the end of the war by keeping the transpor- 


| tation facilities and service up to the high- 


est possible point of efficiency.

There are, of course—as is bound to be 
the case—individuals who have reasonable 
and just grounds for complaint against some 
feature or another of the federal rail serv- 
ice. There are others who merely think 
they have~—who have a mistaken impression 
that could be readily removed by a little 
explanation by the head of the system al- 
leged. to be at fault; and such kindly expla- 
nation might easily spare the railroad ad- 
ministration much unwarranted, but none 
the less deleterious, criticism. 

Thereforé, Mr. Winchell, in all justice 
and fairness, asks that instead of airing real 
or fancied grievances in the newspapers, 
they be brought directly to him. And that 
is the right way to eventually remove all 
ground for complaint. 

If the complaint is justified the regional 
director can fix responsibility for the thing 
complained of and apply the remedy. If it 
is not justified, but due to an erroneous im- 
pression or an imaginary grievance, the re- 
gional director is in better position than 
anyone else to ascertain its status, readjust 
the complainant’s mind and put it to rights. 

This is no new departure upon Mr. 
Winchell’s part, for it involves only a prin- 
ciple which he invoked several years ago 
when in charge of the great Union Pacific 
railway system. At that time he created 
considerable stir in rail circles as being the 
first executive in the history of American 
railroading to “advertise for complaints.” 

The policy worked out with splendid re- 
sults, and under it the prosperity of and 
the popular good will toward the Union 
Pacific grew “by leaps and bounds” ° 

Now he applies his thoroughly tried and 
proven policy to his part in the great scheme 
of federal control and traffic management. 

It takes a big man to move in a broad 
way like this, and the people of this section 
are fortunate in having a man of such cal- 
iber in control of the railroad interests of 
the territory over which he so ably pre- 
sides.

Measures That Make 
Highway System Possible. 

These are not highway measures, but the 
passage and Validation of these proposed con- 
stitutional amendments will make the en- 
actment of proper and intensely important 
highway legislation in Georgia possible. 

The passage of these measures will de 
the laying of the corner-stone, so to speak, 
of the greatest monument to progress Geor- 
gia can build today. 

These questions are pertinent because it 
takes a two-third vote of the membership of 
either house to submit a constitutional 
amendment, and a handful of moss-backs can 
sometimes filibuster the defeat of a meas- 
ure that is overwhelmingly demanded by the 
people and by the people’s representatives. 

Let's see about that— 

Just a week ago the bill to amend the 
constitution to permit the levying of taxes 
for internal improvements came up before the 
senate on its passage. 

It was tabled. 

Why? 

Because the author of the bill saw that 
one or two men would defeat its passage, 
with so many empty chairs in evidence. 

Are not these measures, which mean 30 
much to the development of Georgia of suf- 
ficient importance for the legislators to 
agree upon a program, and thus impel every 
member to be in his chair, thereby nullify- 
ing the effect of the little bunch of men in 
each house who are disposed to fight any- 
thing that tends to meet the demands of 
modern times and conditions?

Shame Upon Georgia 
If Opportunity Passes. 


It. will be an everlasting shame upon. 


Georgia if this session of the general assem- 
bly fools along its fifty days without en- 
acting sane legislation looking to the con- 
struction of a system of through-state sur- 
faced roads, with laterals touching every 
county seat in the state. 

It all cannot be done in a year or in, 
perhaps, two or three, or five; but heaven 
knows it is time to make a start toward do- 
ing something, and to make that start in- 
telligently, and amply fortified with consti- 
tutional authority. 

What is Georgia’s highway status today 
—the status of— 

This wealthy, populous, powerful Empire 
State? 

Here's the answer— 

At the bottom of the ladder as compared 
with states of relatively similar wealth and 
population and situation. 

It has a highway commission without au- 
thority or funds or functions. 

It has to the state’s credit six hundred 
thousand dollars of federal aid that ig of 
practically no earthly service because it has 
no system to meet federal requirements. 

It will have a million and a half more 
of the same funds available if it formulates 
a system; and without which it can not and 
will not be able te get a dollar of it. 

Is that true? someone asks. 

I have the report of State Highway Engi- 
neer W. R. Neel before me. It has been is- 
sued within the last forty-eight hours. On 
page 8 the engineer—mind you this is the 
engineer of the present state highway com- 
mission and should know what he is talk- 
ing about, if any man on earth does—says: 


Under our present laws it is both diffi- 
cult and expensive to comply with the fed- 
eral government requirements, and in order 
to remove the principal difficulty we must 
amend our Constitution. This amendment is 
necessary, in fact, to really have an effective 
highway department. If we are to continue 
to receive federal aid on our highways, I 
would recommend the urgency of an amend- 
ment to Article 7, Sec. 1, Par. 1, which would 
allow the state to make an appropriation 
for the construction and maintenance of in- 
terstate highways and those connecting coun- 
ty sites. This would allow the highway de- 
partment to deal directly with the federal 
government and conatruct the main high- 
— without the necessity of county inter- 
vention.” 


Federal Aid Fund

federal aid, voted more than two years ago 
for a period of five years only, will be con- 
tinued.

There is an object lesson in pictures on 
this page today. That great highway, a 
thousand miles long, the finest in the world, 
cost California thirty millions of dollars. 

It is a matter of record that it carries 
more tourist money into California every 
year than the cost of construction— 

And it serves the greater purpose of de- | 
veloping the state in agriculture and indus- 
try and horticulture, etc., as no other agency 
that could possibly have been employed, how- 
ever great the expense. 

Did California invest well in her highway 
system? Ask yourself the question. 

California, it must be remembered, is no 
more populous a state, no wealthier a state, 
no greater a state than Georgia. She has 
eleven congressional districts. Georgia has 
twelve. She is similarily situated in many 
respects, 


As to California 
What of rgia? 


Now as to Georgia? 

A aystem of state highways could be de- 
veloped that would materially benefit every 
county in the state. 

Three north and south and four east and 
west highways could be the arteries or main 
highways, and then by connecting .up all 
the county sites, the system would be com- 
plete. 

The three north and south highways 
should run as nearly parallel with each 
other as the commercial and population cen- 
ters through which they would necessarily 
have to pass and the topography of the coun- 
try would permit. 

In like manner should the four east and 
west highways be laid out. This would di- 
vide the state up in such manner that every 
county would be benefited directly by actual- 
ly being on a main highway, or so close to 
one that by means of the highways connect- 
ing county sites, they could easily and-quick- 
ly reach a through highway either going 
north and south or east and west. 

It would not be necessary to build all of 
Three- 
fourths of these grades already exist, but the 
one missing link through a county will de- 
stroy the effectiveness of the system and 
will often cause a detour of fifty miles on a 
hundred-mile trip. 

There is no reason why this system would 
not meet with the approval and the co-opera- 
tion of every county of the state, as it would 
enable them to benefit by the construction 
of every mile of road in the state.

SURANCE. 

In recent years there has deen intro- 

duced into industry a system of workmen's 

tion insurance designed, presum- 
ably, to protect the injured workman 
against want while.he is disabled by injury 
suffered in the course of his work. The sys- 
tem is failing to accomplish the stated pur- 
pose, because wrongly managed. The state 
enacts laws of a general character to cover 
the plan, and also maintains a sort of gen- 
eral supervision of its working, but the state 
hands over the practical control of this in- 
surance go private insurance companies and 
the trouble starts. 

The private insurance company practi- 
cally, if not openly, selects the physician or 
surgeon who shall attend the injured em- 
ployee. It practically, if not openly, regu< 
lates his payment. It requires or attempts 
to extort from the attending physician all 
sorts of confidential information concern- 
ing the injured employees, as for instance, 
whether the injured employee has syphilis, 
tuberculosis, etc.—facts which, if the physi- 
cian happens to know, are strictly none of 
the insurance company’s business. The idea 
of the insurance company in extorting such 
information, from physicians who are faith- 
less enough to divulge it, is to usé it for 
the purpose of evading the.payment of just 
compensation to the injured employee—it is 
easy to claim that the syphilis or tuberceu- 
losis or other incidental condition is the 
cause of the delayed recovery and hard to 


prove it is immaterial, once the attending 


physician has sworn away his 
natural right to secrecy. 

The idea of workmen's compensation in- 
surance, of accident or sick insurance, is 
right, provided it is wholly controlled by 
the state and not largely left in the hands 
of profit-seeking corporations. 

An injured workman has a right to select 
his own attending physician at any time and 
under any possible circumstances, and when 
this right is abrogated by the rules or 
regulations of a hospital, a corporation or 
other body an injustice is done the work~ 
man.

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tographic Object Lessons From Great Concrete Highway Systems Now Being Completed by California at a Cost of $33,000,000 
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Aft OFFICIALS 


House Judiciary Committee 
Decides to Put Members of 
Prison and Railroad Com- 
mission on Salary Equality 
Basis. 


The bill providing for higher com- 
pensation for state house officials ge- 
ceived a favorable report Thursday 
afternoon at the meeting of the spe- 
cial judiciary committee of the house, 
Mr. Pace, of Sumter, chairman, after 
a number of amendments had been 
proposed and accepted. 

Dissatisfaction had been expressed 
because the original bill discriminated 
against the railroad commissioners in 
favor of prison commissioners, giving 
the former $3,000 and the latter $3,500 
@ year each. It was pointed out that 
the duties of the prison board were 
less onerous than those of the rail 
board. In order to equalize matters 
it was decided to fix the salaries of the 
members of both boards at $3,500 each. 

Following is the scale of salaries 
recommended for final adoption: 

Commissioner of agriculture, $5,000; 
fish and game commissioner, $3,500; 
prison commissioner, $3,500; state vet- 
erinarian, 33,500; commissioner of 
commerce and labor, $3,500; railroad 
commissioner, $3,500; chairman of rail- 
road commission, $4,500; secretary to 
railroad commission, $2,400; secretary 
to prison commission, $2,400.

PLUMBERS’ LICENSE 
MEASURE DEFEATED 


Development of Big “Political 
Machine” Feared by 
Senator Bynum. 


The bill by Senators Andrews and 
Price to force journeymen plumbers to 
secure licenses from a state board oc- 
cupied most of the senate's time Thurs- 
day. This bill came over as unfinished 
business from the day before, and aft- 
er violent opposition was expressed, 
met with defeat. 

The purpose of the bill was to re- 
quire these workers to get the licenses 


Despite Vigorous Opposition, 
Measure Passes in House | 
by Vote of 131 to 24. 


The decisive vote of 131 for, to 24 
against, the work-or-fight bill, with 
minor amendments, passed the house 
Thursday and was referred back to 
the senate for final action. 

The measure has occupied the 
greater portion of the past three days, 
and the strike situation in Atlanta re- 
sulted in an amendment by the house 
that its provisions shall apply to “per- 
sons temporarily unemployed because 
of differences with their employers.” 

When the final vote was called, al- 
most every member availed himself of 
the customary five-minute allotment to 
explain his vote. As amended, the bill 
includes every able-bodied person, male 


and female, in the state between the 
age of 16 and 55. Exceptions are made 
of bona-fide students during the school 
term, and persons actively engaged in 
vocational training. 

Fulton county’s delegation stood 2 to 
1 against the bill, Judge Spencer At- 
kinson and John C. White voting 
against the measure; John Y. Smith, 
for it, but offering an amendment as 
to section 10, relating to  loiterers, 
which was lost. 

Judge Atkinson, in opposing the bill, 
stated that the title of the bill should 
be changed to read, “A Bill to Estab- 
lish American White Slavery in Geor- 
gia,” and declared that it was uncon- 
stitutional in its provisions. 

Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, always a 
stickler for the constitution, also at- 
tacked the bill. In suport of his po- 
sition he said that a “bunch of Yan- 
kees” in Macon had wired him urging 
him to support the measure, because 
they wished to force negro laborers 
back to work with them.

A feature of Thursday morning’s ses- 
sion was the reading of a letter from 
President Wilson addressed to Speaker 
Holder, in which the president express- 
ed his appreciation of the Current res- 
olution introduced by Mr. Jones, of 
Coweta, and passed by both branches 
of the general assembly a few days 
ago. The resolution expressed confi- 
dence in the administration, indorsed 
the war policies of the government and 
pledged the heartiest co-operation of 
Georgia’s general assembly in carry- 
ing out the war program.

the approval of congress. 

The Elders bill, which provides for 

the compulsory levy by county authori- 
ties of a local school tax of not more 
than five mills nor less than one mill, 
came up for consideration. Under the 
provisions of the bill municipalities or 
special school districts may levy an ad- 
ditional local tax not exceeding five 
mills for school purposes, providing 
two-thirds of the voters voting sanc- 
tion their approval at an election called 
for that purpose.

OF THE FEDERAL LAW 
ON CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


District Attorney Hooper Alexander 
yesterday called attention to the prin- 
cipal requirements of the law relative 
to campaign funds and expenses. 

In 1916, he stated, there were a num- 
ber of candidates in the state who were 
not aware of these requirements, and 
who for that reason were subjected to 
some embarrassment. His statement 
was as follows: 


It will be well for all persons concerned 
to take notice of the requirements of the 


paign expenses and contributions. With- 
out undertaking to deal exhaustively on the 
subject, I am calling the attention of the 
candidates to this law for their guidance 
and information, but I suggest that both 
the candidates and their respective com- 
mittees carefully examine the full act and 
familiarize themselves with all its pro- 


Not less than 10 nor more than 16 days 
before the primary, candidates for repre- 
sentative shall file with the clerk of the 
at Washington, 
and candidates for the senate shall file 
with the secretary of the senate at Wash- 
correct and itemized state- 


received by them, or by anyone for them 
with their knowledge and consent, from any 
source, in aid or support of their respec- 
tive candidacies, together with the names 
of all those who furnish the same in whole 
or in part. The statement shall contain 
a true and itemized account of all monies 
and things of value given, contributed, ex- 
pended, used or promised by such candi- 
date, or by his agent, representative, or 
other person for and in his behalf with his 
knowledge and consent, together with the 
names of all those to whom any and all 
such gifts, contributions, payments or 
promises were made, for the purpose of 
procuring such nomination or election. 

Within 15 days after the primary, simi- 
lar statements must be made so as to com- 
plete the record, and show the entire 
expense of the election. 

The candidate is required to inclose a 
statement of every promise or pledge made

No candidate for representative can give, 
contribute, expend, use or promise any sum 
exceeding $5,000 in the aggregate, in any 
campaign for his nomination or eleoti n. 
and no candidate for senator shall expend 
more than $10,000. This limit, however, ex- 
cludes any assessment fee or charge made 
or levied upon candidates by the laws of 
the state in which he resides, It also 
excludes his necessary personal expenses 
incurred for him alone, for travel and sub- 
sistence, stationery, postage, writing or 
printing (other than in newspapers), and 
distributing letters, circulars and posters, 
and for telegraph and telephone service, 

As already stated, the candidates for 
representative and senators, and their 
friends and committees should thoroughly 
familiarize themselves with all the de- 
tails of this law. I have merely under- 
taken in the foregoing to point out the 
more important matters, and indicate the 
general scope of the law.

Major General Henry G.. Shary, com- 
mander of the department of the 
southeast, with headquarters in 
Charleston, was a visitor in Atlanta 
yesterday, having arrived shortly be- 
fore noon from Montgomery. His visit 


here was for an official inspection of 
the quartermaster’s depot, and he 
spent the afternoon with Colonel H. J.

“Section B: Northwest of Chateau 
Thierry, between the evening of July 
14 and the evening of the 16th, the en- 
emy made determined, but entirely un- 
successful attacks on our positions near 
Vaux. During the night July 14 to 15 
he delivered a heavy ‘bombardment 
which included the use of much gas 
and which, in the early morning, de- 
veloped into a barrage on the Vaux 
area.

He 
was absent a week, and writes that he 
had a most enjoyable trip. He says: 

Beautiful Country. 


“This is certainly one beautiful country, 
and it is no wonder the enemy would grab 
such a beautiful garden spot. However, 
take it from me, the enemy hasn’t a look 
n. 

“I was in the town where grandma and 
grandpa came from for quite a little time, 
and enjoyed the experience hugely. It is 
certainly a wonderful old place, and a big 
one. Most beautiful things—cathedrals so 
old that they are crumbling to pieces—and 
then some very modern and up-to-date 
places. 

“I could just walk along and imagine my- 
self walking in the footsteps of my grand- 
parents sixty-five or seventy years ago. I 
guess there are quite a few improvements 
in the town now, though, since that time! 

“The country through which I traveled 
shows signs of having been cultivated for 
centuries. If a farm is on a hill, you will 
see a neat row of stone steps running the 
entire depth of the hill, by Which you may 
have easy access to the farm at all angles. 

“In some places people live in places 
built into the hills. You can look up at a 
big hill and possibly see a little window 
peeking out at you from way high up. Then 
another and most impressive thing is on 
the peak of some of these same hills: Huge 
crosses, with the crucified Christ. On the 
highways, too, can be seen this same em- 
blem of centuries of faith. 


Wonders Must Be Seen. 


“It is all very wonderful—but the great- 
est wonders to be appreciated must be 
seen. Words cannot picture the many, many 
things of interest as they really are—the 
quaint people, with their centuries-old meth, 
ods of living; their inborn charming polite- 
ness and love of mankind; simple, trusgt- 
ing and always only too glad to do any- 
thing for an ‘Americaine.’ It is like wan- 
dering through the pages of some old ro- 
mantic story to go about over here, 

I've learned to speak French quite well, 
but cannot as yet write it, as I’ve not had 
time to study it at all. Simply picked up 
by hearing it all about me. I've gotten 
now to where I do not need an interpreter 
except on occasions. On ordinary conversa- 
tions I can get along fine. All the boys 
over here have learned to say ‘three beans’ 
and ‘silver plate’—but a lot of them never 
get any further than that; and the pro- 


nunciation! My!

New York, July 18.— There was a fur- 
ther sharp advance in the cotton mar- 
ket today, which reflected continued 
drouth in the southwest and the miti- 
gating influence of the war news. Oc- 
tober contracts sold up to 25.76, mak- 
ing a net advance of 46 points, and the 
highest price touched since that de- 
livery sold at 22.51 on the break of last 
spring. October closed at 25.73, and 
the general list closed firm at a net 
gain of 40 to 51 points. 

The market was firm from the start. 
First prices were 7 points lower on No- 
vember, an inactive month, but gen- 


erally 8 to 30 points higher on renewed 
covering and trade buying. The en- 
couraging character of the war news, 
Liverpool’s full response to yesterday's 
local gains, with taik of better pros- 
ects for ocean tonnage, based upon 

ndon cables, and the western belt 
forecast for dry weather, were all fac- 
tors on the advance. After showing 
net gains of about 40 to 47 points, the 
market reacted slightly under realiz- 
ing, which seemed to reflect renewed 
nervousness over price-fixing possi- 
bilities. This resulted from Washing- 
ton dispatches to the effect that a joint 
conference of bankers, manufacturers 
and growers had agreed to favor sta- 
bilizing or price-fixing by the govern- 
ment. 

Except for profit-taking, however, 
there was very little selling in evi- 
dence, and the market reached the high- 
est points of the day in the late trad- 
ing on the continued favorable charac- 
ter of the war news, with July selling 
at 19.16 and December at 25.09. The 
close was within 3 or 4 points of the 
top.
